Three aml a Half Years. 

Two pictures are tn my mind.

There steps out to the 
Speaker's desk a straight, vigorous, 
slender man, active and alert. He 
is 60 years of age, but he looks not 
more than 45, so lithe of Umb, 
so alert of bearing, so virile. It 
is Woodrow Wilson reading his 
great war message. 


The other picture is only three | 


and a half years later There is 
a parade of veterans of the great 
war. In a chair sits a man, your 
President, broken in health, but 
still alert in mind. His hair is 
white, his shoulders bowed, his 
figure bent. He is 63 years old, 
but looks older. It is Woodrow 
Wilson. Presently in the proces- 
sion there appears an ambulance 
laden with wounded soldiers, the 
maimed, the halt and the blind. 
As they pass they salute slowly, 
reverently. The President’s right 
hand goes up in answering salute. 
I glanced at him. There were 


' tears in his eyes. The wounded is 
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greeting the wounded, those in 
the ambulance, he in the chatr, 
are abike casualties of the great 
war. 

I don’t believe in his heart Pres- 
ident Wilson regrets his wounds. 
I fancy he realizes that no man 
could die in a greater cause, but 
I do sometimes wonder if it ever 
seems to him strange that when a 
man has been seriously wounded 
in his country’s service he should 
be met with sneers and calumnies 
from his countrymen, Il think al- 
ready the better nature of Amer- 
ica is awakening. Those who 
have joined in the chorus of cal- 
umnies begin to grow ashamed of 
their unchivalrous cenduct, begin 
to resent the tricks of politicians 
which beguile them into base in- 
gratitude. 

Woodrow Wilson will presently 
make his exit from the political 
stage. I am human enough, and 
all the Irish are very human, to 
want him to live for many years, 
not only for the sake of his per- 
sonal friends and the great books 
which he is going to write, but 
also to see the vindication which 
is sure to come. 

Sometimes when I ride around 
the speedway and look at the tall, 
graceful obelisk and Grecian tem- 
ple that stand as monuments to 
Washington and Lincoln, I catch 
myself wondering if they from 
their spirit world ever look down 
upon these commemorations in 
everlasting atone, and smile 
through wistful spirit eyes, and 
think that it would have been 
happier for them personally if 
their countrymen had given them 
more of their hearts during their 
lifetime and less of stone after 
death. They asked for bread, tha 
bread of humanity, sympathy and 
understanding, and we gave them 
stone. 

Will Hiave His Monuments. 

Woodrow Wilson will have his 
monuments; the future genera- 
tions will see him clear-eyed and 
unprejudiced as one of Ameérica’s 
immortals; but I want him to lIlve 
to realize that he has a place in 
the warm hearts of hid country- 


men while he lives. I want him to 
realize that wish which he ex- 
pressed several years ago when 
he aald: “I want people to love 
me.” TIT want him to realize that 
he was modestly mistaken when 
he said: “But they never will 

[I think that a standard bearer 
has appeared in Gov. Cox who !s 
able to discern and interpret the 
spirit of the things for which 
Woodrow Wilson fought and seuf- 
fered, who is strong and deter- 
mined to continue the fight. 

For the sake of Gov. Cox, for 
the anke of Woodrow Wilson. for 
the sake of our beloved country, 
and for the sake of all the civiliged 
world, I hope that on next Tues- 
day our people wtll make it clear 
at the polls that they are resolved 
to place the United States in the 
forefront of democracy, that they 
will ecorn the tricks and begutle- 
ments of those who would inter- 
pret Americanism as selfishness, 
and that they are determined that 
this America of ours shall not be 
fn quitter, but shall lead the na- 
tions of the wortd tn the future. 
as it has led In the recent past in 
this great design to promote in- 
ternational co-operation and to 
achieve international peace and 
security.
